He was wont to appear in pub- 
lic either in a Roman toga ortherobes of a 
Spanish bishop, both of which he had pur- 
chased ata costumer’s, The dispatches add 
that his consort, Queen Phillipl, shared his 
tragic fate. 


Germany.

the streets to-day and acted in a riotous man- 
ner. They threw stgnesat the tram cars and 


missiles. The police finally charged and dis- 
persed the rioters. 


Africa, 


LOXDON, May 13.—The demand made by 
Emin Pasha upon the Egyptian Government 
for seven years’ salary as governor of the 
province in Africa and a life pension, is gen- 
erally attributed to the influence of his Ger- 


man advisers and not hisown desire to make 
trouble, and considerable speculation is rife 
as to whether it will be complied with. That 
he is entitled to some compensation for his 
services and for thelr accompanying hardships 
is conceded, but the question of full payment 
of his salary during the term of his virtual in- 
action, together with the bestowal of a pen- 
sion, is a matter that will unquestionably be 
subjacted to serious consideration and find 
strong opposition before it is finally disposed 
of. The demand, however, will doubtless 
furnish a new and inexhaubtible supply of 
ammunition to the German press in the war- 
fare those journals are waging against Stanley 
and everything and everybody English. 
BOMBARDED BY WISSMANN. 

BERLIN, May 13.—The German expedition- 
ary force, under command of Maj. Wissmann, 
has bombardeded and captured the town of 
Lindi, on thesouthern coast of Zanguebar.

IN THE REICHSTAG. 

BERLIN, May 13.—The debate on the Colonial 
estimates was resumed in the Reichstag to- 
day. Maj. Liebert, Commissioner for East 
Africa, defended the Colonial policy of the 
Government. The possessions now held by 
the Germans in East Africa and their explora- 
tions in that part of the country promised 
extraordinary success. He spoke highly in 
praise of Maj. Wissmann’s services in form- 
ing a model force and establishing stations in 
the acquired territory. He regarded the ap- 
pointment of Emin Pasha to a mission 
in the German service as of great 
importance. Missions, he said, were highly 
important in colonial developments. Mil- 
tary rule on the east coast of Africa was se- 
curely established and German capital and 
enterprise, which he declared would yield a 
handsome ‘profit, would be protected. Herr 
Von Bennigsen also spoke warmly in defense 
of the colonial policy.

HAMBURG, May 13.—The contract between 
the German Governmentandthe East Africa 
Steamsnip sg rovides for the payment to 
the compan a subsidy of 900,000 marks 
annually. the company on its part under- 
takes to maintain for ten years 
a main line of steamers from 
Hamburg to Delagoa Bay.

Its true solution lies solely in accelera- 
tion of ite current by narrowing and deepen- 
ing its bed, thus reducing the friction.

The 
river deposits its silt atthe sides and raises 
its own banks.

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MISSING MR. HARTWIG, 


Ne Trace Yet of the Hunter’s Whereabouts— 
Teny Thiel Indiguant. 


Mrs. Hartwig is using every endeavor to find 
oust whether ber husband, August Hartwig, 
who do mysteriously disappeared, is dead or 
alive, but her search has been fruitless and 
she has not been able to discover the slightest 
trace of bim or to learn what his fate has 
been. The days that pass leave all Mr. 
Hortwig’s friends as ignorant of what has 


become of him as they were the day he dis- 
appeared. It he has deserted his family he 
has certainly covered bis tracks hog ee and 
left behind nota clue by which 
traced. It he is dead his body will not be =. 
covered until the woods are searched and per- 
baps not then. There have been few cases in 
which a man has more completely dropped 
out of sight than in this case of Hartwig. He 
and his companion, Anton Thiel, went into 
camp together in the dense woods of Maple 
Fiat, on the lilinois River. According to 
Thiel’s ‘story he left Hartwig in camp one day 
and wentout to hunt. When he returned 
Hartwig was gone, and no human being bas 
seen or heard of him since. Thiel says he is 
no more ableto account for his companion’s 
disappearance than any oneelse, and he is 
indignant thas the statements made by r 
sons familiar with the details should have 
been printed, because they reflect on bim. 
He denies positively that he sold Hartwig’s 
un, and says Hartwig took it away with him. 
@ says that Hartwig ran away on account of 
his family trouble and said before he left that 
he meant to stay away for a time, then 
come back. Thiel says that the tent which he 
sold he only paid $8ior. It was an expensive 
tent, but Hartwig got it secondhand for $8 and 
he sold it for $7. The peculiar feature of the 
case is that Thiel has told three steries about 
Hartwig’s disappearance: one that be had re- 
turned to St. Louis; another that he had gone 
through Calhoun County buying produce, and 
another to Hartwig’s wife, that he had gone 
away with another woman. He does not ex- 
plain why hetold any of these stories, and 
when questioned simply says he doesn’t know 
what became of Hartwig. The missing man 
may be alive, but if be is there is another 
mystery—how he got over the river and out oy 
the country without being seen by someone.

THEY MEET IN CONVENTION AT NO. 8 EN- 
* GINE HOUSE TO-DAY. 


An Effort to Be Made to Secure an Amend- 
ment to the State Constitution in Order 
That a Law May Be Passed Providing 
Pensions for Disabled Firemes—The 
Delegates Present. 


This morning the State Firemen’s Conven- 
tion was held in Engine House No. 8, at 816 
and 818 North Seventh street. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was to dis- 
cuss the advisability of asking 
for an amendmenttothe constitution which 
would enable the passage ofalaw pensioning 
alldisabled and superanuated firemen and 
the widows and orphans of all firemen killed 
while in the service. 

Chief Lindsay, who is President of the Fire- 
men’s Relief Association, made a speech 
which plainly put before the convention the 
object of the meeting. The following is the 
substance of Chief Lindsay's speech: 


CHIEF LINDSAY'S ADDRESS. 

BROTHER FIREMEN OF THE STATE OF MIS- 
SOURI—Three fourths ofa year has élapeed 
since the first convention and organization of 
the Missouri State Firemen’s Association,and 
it gives me much pleasure to extend cordial 
greetings to you all and bid you a hearty 
welcome to our city. As President of your 
association it is but just and proper 
to render an account of my 
stewardship since the date of or- 
ganization. Though my term has been of 
short duration and the time for action has 
not arrived, no special movement ot great 
import has been inaugurated other than to 
strengthen the association by endeavoring to 

the firemtn of the State as 
objects and intentions and 
thereby increase our membership. 
Though we have confined our labors princi- 
pally in that direction, yet we have aleo done 
something looking toward the accomplish- 
ment of the great alm we have in view, viz.: 
that of securing State or municipal aid for the 
support of firemen’s relief associations and 
to cause inquiry to be made as to the 
proper course to be pursued from a 
legal standpoint to bring this about. 
We accordingly procured copies of the laws 
and acts now in force in several of the princi- 
pal States. These,together with a statement of 
the present status of Missouri firemen and a 
prospectus of our association, were submitted 
to the Hon, James O. Broadhead, 
the eminent jurist and Constitutional 
attorney, for his opinion and advice. 
What cause more just or holy than that of 
providing for disabled firemen, their widows 
and orphans? Let us then here and now ma- 
ture our plans and deliberations, go to our 
legislators, point out to them the advantages 
enjoyed by our brother flremen of other 
States, and the disadvantages under 
which we are placed. Have them submit 
the proposed amendment to the people of 
the State and our appeal will not be in vain. 
It is for them the firemen labor in winter’s 
cold, in summer’s sun, in midnight storm or 
noonday calm, to protect their lives, homes, 
firasides and property; always risking and, 
alas! too Often sacrificing their own lives in 
the cause. If, perehance, he should escape 
the numerous chances of instant death, it re- 
quires but a comparatively short time for the 
exposures to heat and drenching cold to ren- 
der a strong and vigorous man prematurely 
old and leave him a physical wreck. Is it 
unreasonable to ask when this stage has been 
reached, when men have devoted life’s best 
effort for the protection of their fellow being, 
and are no longer able to take the 
active part required by the necessities 
of the service, that the State or 
municipalisy should contribute to his sup- 
part or those dependent upon him? Ius all 
countries, and in all time, it bas been the 
custom and the law of the land to pension the 
soldier and sailor who, in time of war, defend 
their native soil, and that it is righ}, just and 
prover to do so none will deny. 

Why willit not apply to firemen as well? In 
the case of the soldier the risks assumed are 
always great, but the risks and hardships 
end with the war; but not so, however, with 
the fireman, who is always atthe front, on 
picket guard continuously year in and year 
out, ready and willing to risk his 
life in waging war against one of 
the most destructive of the elements. 
We must be carefulto avoid political entan- 
elements and as au association of firemen we 
have no preferences in that direction, Dut as 
individuals, be of wuatever creed you will, 
letevery fireman of the State constitute him- 
self a committee of one to use his best en- 
deavors to influence the candidate of his 
choice in the coming election for members of 
the Legislature, to support and vote for 
measures which will place us on a just and 
equitable footing. 

THE PLAN ELSEWHERE. 

The opinion of James O. Broadhead, to 
whom the question was submitted, is that the 
Legislature has not the power to pass such a 
law, although it has been done in several 
States. Their plan is to take the money which 
is collected for licenses for permits to use fire- 
works, the proceeds of the sale of explosive 
materials condemned, ete. The New York 
Board of Fire Commissioners has the power 
to retire from the uniformed department any 
disabled member found to be disqualified 
from the performance of duty and to pension 
him. The amount of the pension is regulated 
by the circumstances connected with the re- 
ceiving of the disability. The. widows and 
children of members who die while in the ser- 
vice are also pensioned. . 

In 1887, the State of lilinois passed a similar 
bill, and a similar law is on the statute books 
of Ohio. Mr. Broadhead closes by saying 
that a prohibitary clause in the Missouri 
State Constitution prevents the passage of a 
law until an amendment is made to the con- 
stitution, which can only be done by a popu- 
lar vote.

LOCAL LABOR TROUBLES. 


DIFFICULTIES BEING SMOOTHED OVER AND 
STRIKES ENDING- 

— 

The Tobacco Men Return to Work on the 


Old Terms, and the Sign Painters Gain 
Their Point—The Strike in the Bagging 


Trade—The Harnessmakers. P 


There have been a greater number of strikes 
this month than was anticipated by the local 
labor leaders and there are still several dim 
culties unadjusted. But the disputes so far 
have all been confined to single factories or 
to trades in whichthe number of men én- 
gaged is quite small. The great building 
trades strike, of which there was 60 much ap- 
prehension, seems farther off than ever and 
the whole matter appearsto have been for- 
gotten. Bosses and Men seen are 
mutually satisfied, there ig more work 
on hand than °* can be done 
promptly, and as soon as one job is finished 
the men aretransferred to another, often with- 
out the loss of an hour’s time. The carpen- 
ters’ strike was the only one contemplated by 
the American Federation of Labor and most of 
the disputes In the city are of an individual 
character, the strikers getting little or no as- 
sistance from labor organizations. 

The latest difficulty is in the bagging trade. 
The Southern Bagging Mills at Ninth 
and Barry have been closed down 
about ten days for repair, but 


work should have been resumed yesterday. 
During their enforced idleness, however, the 
men have been discussing grievances, and in- 
stead of going to work they presented a 
demand to the president, Mr. Graham, fora 
reduction in the hours of labor, The applica- 
tion did not meet with a favorable response 
and a strike was the result. This throws 300 
out of work, the majority being women and 
children. Someofthe strikers subsequentiy 
visited the mills of the Standard Bagging Oo. 
and exerted considerable pressure on some of 
the men there to induce them to strike. They 
failed, however, in their efforts, and after a 
short time the police were summoned and the 
intruders ejected. 

THE TOBACCO TRADE 
dispute has been strictly confined to the 
Drummond factory, and is now practically 
settled, as quite a number of the strikers 
have returned to work and business is run- 
ning quite smoothly. The dispute has ended 
favorably to the the bosses, who are allowing 
the strikers to resume work. Mr. Drummond 
expresses his willingness to pay higher wages 
—.— other city firms do so, but not other- 
wise. 

THE HARNESSMAKERS 
are still out. At a meeting held yesterday it 
was reported that seyeral of the men had 
obtained employment, somein the city and 
some elsewhere. It was decided to insist on 
the advance 0115 per centand to remain out 
untii this is granted or until a report is to 
hand from the convention of wholesale har- 
nessmakers at Cincinnati this week. The 
local bosses are also awaiting the action of 
the convention and some of them have closed 
down their shops in the Interval, 

THE SIGN PAINTERS 
have succeeded in getting their hours reduced 
to eight without loss of wages. The majority 
of the firms yielded tothe demand some time 
ago, the last to hold out being Fleish & Mook, 
whose men have not been working. They 
have engaged some sign painters from a dis- 
tance and several of the strikers yesterday re- 
sumed work. There is a difference of opinion 
as to what terms Fleish & Mook conceded, the 
men stating that their demands have been 
granted, while members of the firm assert that 
they will not pay ten hours’ wages for eight 
hours’ work. 
THE SOAPMAKERS’ STRIKB 
is confinéad to the works of the N. K. ¥Fair- 
banks Co. The men continue out, and hold 
meetings daily, at which they express a de- 
termination to hold out and a certainty of 
victory, owing to the stock of soap on hand 
being so small, There is very little doing in 
the way of negotiation, and the men say that 
if they Cannot carry their point they will seek 
em ployment in other cifgies. 
THE QUARRYMEN 
are still out, but the quarries are mostly run- 
ning with a full force of men. Some few 
quarries have shut down owing, as the bosses 
allege, toa slackness in orders. The men 
ridicule the excuse and say work was never 
more brisk than atthe present time. The 
strikers are holding aloof from the quarries 
though occasionally those who have taken 
their places are the recipients of hoots and 
hisses. The Quarrymen’s Union was admit- 
ted into the American Federation of Labor at 
N 8 of the Trades & Labor Union 
last night and this, the men believe, will 
largely strengthen their position in the fight 
which has been of much longer duration than 
was anticipated, There are 
TWO MORE STRIKES 

those already mentioned. One Is 
among the fire — plasterers, who are de- 
manding eight hours on*the ground that that 
is all the other plasterers in the city are work- 
ing. The strikers have organized themselves 
into a unſon and, at the next meeting of the 
Trades & Labor Union, will apply for ad- 
mission into the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. There are about 
fifty men involved. The other strike 
is confined to forty coal heavers employed to 
unload batges at the Laclede Gas Works. 4

lars. Every week 
and nearly every day 
Treasurer Huston re- 
ceives one or more 
envelopes contain- 
e ing money from per- 
sons who do not sign their names and of 
whose identity the notes accompanying the 
inclosures give no sign. The amounts sent 
range all the way from 2 cents to hundreds 
pf dollars and the majority of the notes state 
that the money rightfully belongs to the 
United States and has been wrongfully taken 
from it. Some of the writers give anony- 
mous signatures. Many sign tbem- 
selves ‘‘Conscience.’’ Scores affix the 
word ‘‘Restitution’’ to the disguised hand 
which they write, and a few give no signature 
whatever. Some are like the following, which 
was written on a halt page of foolscap, In- 
closing a $100 bill and bearing in the middle of 
a sheet of paper these words: From one 
who wishes to observe hereafter the com- 

mandment, ‘Then shalt not steal. 

This was all, There was not even a dash in 
the way of signature. Another letter inclos- 
ing $12.50 read as follows: 

„% A troubled conscience sends $12.50 which 


he stole from the Government. He is sorry 
for his faultand will send the rest till all is 


Another written by an illiterate man and 
dated Chicago contained $l4, and the sender 
writes: 

Mr. TREASURER—Please except this from 
one making his peace with God and appro- 

riate it to the use of the Government. It be- 
ongs to the United States. 

(Signed) RESTITUTION. 


The Government began its Conscience Fund 
in 1811, and during that year $250 was covered 
imto the Treasury under it. From that time 
on till the close of the war the amounts re- 
celved were small except in 1830, when they 
amounted to $2,000. During the war they 
jumped rapidly upwards, and at the time of 
the settlement of the accounts at the close of 
the war there was a large increase through 
conselence-stricken paymasters and suttlers, 
go that in 1868 $29,000 were sent in, and in 1867 
$12,000. In 1878 $23,000 were received, 
and the amounts come in now at 
the rate of thousands of dollars a 
year. The total in 1888 has amounted 
to $241,000 and now In 1890 it reaches consider- 
ably over $200,000. I spentsome hours to-day 


looking over the great packages of letters 
which bave been received containing con- 
science money. I find many ot them full of 
pathos, and every one, if it could speak, 
could tell its story of crime. The biggest 
amount ever received from one man was 

000. It came in the cheapest of manila 


‘ envelopes wrapped up in one-fourth of a 


sheet of dirty mote-paper, upon which was 


written the following: 
Hon. Hugh McCulloch: 

The inclosed is money that rightfully be- 
longs to the United States, though the world 
would say Icame honestly by it. I count, 
however, a elear conscience of more value 
than money can represent or express. 


The money sent was in Treasury notes of 
$1,000 and under. 

CONSCIENCE-STRICKEN ARMY OFFICERS. 

Some of the letters received fromthe army 
officers tre interesting and they show thatthe 
soldier’s conscience is well developed. Here 
is one received at close of war: 

Inclosed find $112 which Iwas pald fora 
horse lost in the service of the United States, 
bat which was lost porsty through my fault. 1 
bave never felt fully satisfied when thinking 
of this affair, and I shall ever hereafter feel 
better in my mind to have refunded this 
amount to the Government.

Another officer writes at about the same 
time, stating that he was an officer in the 
United States army and was entitied totwo 
servants, but that he used only one, while 
drawing the salary fortwo.

He incloses $190 in his letter, and states that 
he entered the army poor and left it poor and 
sick, too poor, in fact,to get along without a 
clear conscience, which he cannot have as 
long as he retains this extra money.’’

In such 
cases itis fear of discovery rather than con- 
science which vrompts the return of the 
money. The Government, when money is 
sentforsuch advertisements, always adver- 
tises them and the letters are always kept. 
Here is one requesting that it be preserved. 
It is signed, ‘‘—— Jones.

A great many of these letters relate to the 
unpaid income taxes. Some inclose counter- 
tei money, anda good many of the contri- 
butions are sent through the Catholic priests, 
In these cases the letters are signed by the 
priests and areceipt is sent to them forthe 
money whenever they request it. One man 
signe himself War Democrat’’ and states 
that he returns $400 which belongs to Uncle 
Sam. Another incloses $26 and asks that it be 
credited tothe Union defenders, and that if 
possible the amount be applied to the im 
peachment of Andrew Jolinson. A letter in 
pencil, writtenon a siip of torn writing paper, 
incloses $980, and bears simply the words: 
„Place to credit United States. Another 
containing two one hundred dollar bills bears 
the worde, Two hundred dollars for debts.’’ 
Another reads as follows: Secretary Bout 
well: Inclosed find fifty cents for debt. No 
signature. 

A printed letter ineloses $170 and says itis 
the theft ot a former comptroller, and a yel- 
low envelope postmarked Chicago brings $500 
with only these words penned in blue ink on 
a short strip of paper: ‘‘The inclosed money 
belongs to the Treasury Department. And 
so it is throughout these thousands of letters. 
Each one represents a greater or less amount 
of money stolen from the Government and 
each is the index of the story of a crime.

He rightly says it is not fair 
to compel consumers to pay 7 cents a 
pound for borax that costs but 2 cents. It 
takes $25,000 a year out of bis business 
and gives that amount, not to laborers, 
but to a combine controlling the borax 
product. It lessens his ability to pay 
wages and it taxes labor to that extent, 
instead of protecting it.

“FEDERAL HANDS.” 

When Speaker Rxxp said Federal elec- 
tions must be taken into Federal hands, 
and that “we” (the party in possession) 
must “out loose from Staté elections, do 
our Own registration, our own counting 
and our own certification,” he forgot of 
course that the most important of all 
Federal elections, the choice of presi- 
dential electors, is placed by the Con- 
stitution securely and exclusively in the 
hands of the State Legislatures. 

The supreme law of the land provides 
expressly that the electors for each State 
„hall be appointed in such manner as 
the Legislature thereof shall direct.” 
The Legislature of any State can place 
the appointment of presidential electors 
inthe hands of the Governor, or have 
them appointed by the people at a special 
State election, or otherwise, and any law 
of Congress infringing or restricting this 
constitutional power of the State Legislat- 
ures will be declared null and void by 
the United States Supreme Court while 
the present Federal Constitution remains 
unchanged. 

The limited power expressly conferred 
on Congress to ‘‘make or alter’’ the reg- 
ulations of the several States in regard to 
the election of Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress contains no suggestion 
of authority to take those elections en- 
tirely out of the handsof the State au- 
thorities. But what if such authority 
were undisputed, and were exerdised 
without opposition, what could the party 
in possession accomplish by it but its 
own ruin? 

The people have not forgotten the re- 
sult of a former experiment made by Mr. 
REED’s party in the way of taking into 
Federal hands the election of Congress- 
men and State officers. It disfranchised 
the property and intelligence of a dozen 
States, put them under the rule of carpet- 
bag thieves and negroes, and Gen. 
GRANT’S administration began with only 
ten Democrats in the Senate, and the 
South represented in the House entirely 
by Republicans. But the people and the 
business interests of the whole country 
have sad reason to remember the disor- 
ders, tumults, massacres, bankruptcies 
and industrial torpor that ensued and de- 
pressed the South for the next ten years 
and until the North rescued Southern 
elections from Federal hands“ and re- 
stored their normal authority to the peo- 
ple and the States. 

Does Mr. REED suppose that the North 
will accept for itsewn elections a Federal 
control which it so quickly condemned 
and demolished when imposed on the 
South alone? 


A Political Revolution. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

Especially has the political revolution been 
sweeping in Indiana, the home of the Presi- 
dent. His own home city elected its first 
Democratic ticket for nearly a quarter of a 
ceptury and by a large majority, and this 
week such Republican strongholds as Craw- 
fordsville, Lafayette, Lebanon, Noblesville, 
Vincennes and Wabash have given decided 
Democratic victories, and some of them for 
the first time in their history. To these 
disasters must be added the recent defeat of 
the Administration party by 10,000 in Chicago, 
its defeat by 5,000 in Milwaukee and its later 
defeat by 2,000 or more in St. Paul, where 
Harrison had a majority of thousands for 
President. When this startling political 
record is supplemented by the loss, for the 
first time in many years, of the majority of 
the election districts of New York outside of 
the cities, and the total loss of Rhode Island, 
including State officers and Legislature, it 
would be idle to assume that these defeats, so 
general and so decisive, arethe more ebulli- 
tions of the personal disappointments which 
ever attend new party authority.

David H. Macadam, secretary ofthe Tower 
Grove Park Commission, filed a sworn 3 
in the City Register’s office to-day, showing 
that the present commissioners of Tower 
Grove Park are entitled in every respect to 
their seats in the board, having 
been appointed on October 81 last 
by the Supreme Court to serve 
5 years. The commission is composed of 
Chas. P. Chouteau, the President; Robert A. 
Barnes, Prot. William Trelease, Henry UC. 
Haarstion and John H. Lightnér. J. E. 
Kaime is the financial manager for the com- 
missioners, and Mr. Macadam is the Secre- 
tary. . 

Strange as it may appear it is a fact 
nevertheless that none of tne officials at the 
City Hall knew that the commissioners had 
been appointed last October by the Supreme 
Court. It was the impression of 
many of the members of the 
assembly and Counselor Bell that the commis- 
sioners were holding over and that the Su- 
preme Court would appoint their successors 
atany time. This was due véry likely to the 
fatiure of the com mission to file 
the necessary Ropers in the 
Régister’s office at the time of their appoint- 
ment, showing that they had accepted the 
appointments.

An Extensive Patronage. 


The politicians do not appear to Know that 
the President of the Board of Public 
Improvements has a good share of 
patronage at his disposal. During the 


thirteen years Col. Fiad held the 
offics he bad but little dealing with the voll- 
ticilans, and their recommendations so far as 
filling clerkships and other positions in the 
office did not influence him inthe least. He 
had bis own way of selectiug his assistants. 
Among the positions he has within his 
gift is the secretaryship of the Board, which 
is now held by Maj. Emory L. Foster, which 
pays $150 per month. This rr must 
be approved by the entire Board as well as 
that of the Chief Bodkkeeper and Assessor of 
special taxes, both of which pay the same as 
the Secretaryship of the Board. They are 
now held by Messrs. Finney and Pasquier, re- 
spectively. The two Deputy Assessors re- 
ceive $125 each per month and re- 
appointed by the President direet.

At times he has as many as thirty and 
forty of the latter class at work. Then he 
appoints the Inspector of Plumbing, which 
must be approved by the Mayor. Healso has 
to give his approval to most of the appoint- 
ments made by the members of the Board.

Manscola and an éleven-inen ‘stiletto. They 
both stood on the defensive for a moment and 
then rushed at each other. As they met Dil- 
sey saw the flash ofa knife blade. The lame 
man had the knife and was wielding it say- 
agely. The taller of the Combatants boldly 
stood his ground until Manscdla closed and 
grappled with him, and then he brought his 
right hand down on Manscola’s head and 
face. He repeated the blow again and again, 
but the lame man fought . desperately 
on. Franchoni suddenly broke 
away and ran {backward a few 
steps. Manscola sprung atter him and again 
they grappled, but Franchoni then seemed to 
be trying to get away trom his assailant. 
Manscola was bent on murder, though, Time 


stiletto into Franchoni’s breast and body, 
the victim struggling in vain to escape. They 
fell in the street once, but both men 
instantly rose and Manscola resumed 
his butcher work. The lame man 
suddenly stumbled and fell, and before he 
could get up again Franchoni was out of his 
reach, running up Roosevelt street. Dilsey 
saw Manscola rise and turn towards James 
Slip and then he followed Franchon! and 
found the wounded man with Policeman Gal- 
lagher. When the policeman looked over the 
scene of the affair the cause of Franchoni’s 
flight was discovered. His only weapon, a 
large, thin-bladed razor, had been rendered 
useless after the first wound it inflicted. 
Franchoni had struek Manscola on the face 
and the latter’s jawbone and teeth had broken 
outall the cutting edge. He was practically 
unarmed when Manscola dealt the stroke that 
proved fatal. There were two other men ar- 
rested as witnesses yesterday, but the prison- 
ers were not heid, as they knew nothing of 
the affray. At Bellevue Hospital the clothing 
worn by Manscola was thoroughly searched.

ILLINOIS COMPULSORY EDUCATION, 


Members of the Lutheran Church Putting 
Up Legislative Candidates. 


CAICAGO, III., May 12.—The first move in the 
Lutheran Church plan to go into politics for 
the purpose of attacking the compulsory edu- 
cation law was made yesterday when ex- 
County Commissioner Senne announced him- 
self as a eandidate forthe State Senate. At 
the recent meeting of the Lutheran Synod at 
Springfield it was determined to put up candi- 


dates forthe Legislature in certain districts 
where the Lutneran Church is the strongest, 
pledged to vote for a repeal or a modification 
of the law. The particuler clause aimed at is 
the one requiring that all the common 
branches be taught in the Eoglish language, 
and this is the one which the church. desires 
to have stricken out. Mr. Senne said that the 
Lutherans would try to nominate and elect 
members of the Legislature in a number of 
northern districts, hoping to elect enough 
members pledged to a modification of the 
compulsory education law to control the 
balance of power in the Legislature and force 
their paint. The Lutherans are almost all 
Republicans, but in this they expect the aid of 
the German Catholics, who are largely Demo- 
crats, and between the two forces it is 
thought half a dozen districts can be carried.

Through pensions 
and large appropriations for public works 
money is to be lavishly distributed among the 
working millions; and to meet the cry for 
„more money, Coming from every part of 
the West and South, Important additions are 
to be made to the circulating medium by 
forcible methods. 

The latter npn isthe one which most 
attfacts the attention of Wall street, and it 
has become a very potent factor in current 
speculation. So great isthe importance at- 
tached by party leaders to gratifying this 
popular demand that there can be hardly a 
doubt that some measure or measures will be 
adopted to Inflate the currency, and probably 
to a large degree. Exactly what form may be 
adopted for increasing the silver circulation 
is at the moment uncertain; but it may be 
safely taken for granted that not less than 
$50,000,000 per annum Will in future be added 
to this form ofcurrency. Propesals have also 
been made in Congress to make available for 
public circulation some $60,000,000 of lawful 
money held by the Treasury for the re- 
demption of bank notes; and it has 
been even urged that a portion of the reserve 
of $100,000,000 held for thé redemption of 
gréenbacks should be putin circulation. As 
much may be said against the necessity or 
wisdom of 9 these two large reserves 
which keep idle 3160, 000, 000 of currency—it 
would not be at all surprising should the anx- 
lety of Congress to satisfy this craving for in- 
flation lead to releasing at least some portion 
of these large fands for active circulation. 

Wall street has ite keen eye Upon these pros- 
pects of a large and sudden letting loose of 
new supplies of circulation. It does not stop 
to discuss the policy of the proposals, nor to 
combat them with theories, nor to moralize 
on the political morals of Congress, 
nor to forecast the results of 
sudden and artificial @xpansions of the 
circulating medium; it merely looks to the 
anticipated verdict of popular opinion, and 
knowing that the expected legislation would 
be construed as meaning a Vigorous stimuius 
to business and a general advance in prices, 
the speculator counts upon this as a ‘‘bull’ 
factor which, when enacted into law, will 
have an inflating effect on Wall street for 
months to come. This prospect makes the 
‘*bears’’ timid and gives buoyancy to the 
market, and its full effect is — far 
from having yet been discounted.

WHY HE WAS 


THE COURT OF APPEALS’ DECISION INTHE 
SCHOOL BOARD CASES. 


The Court Explains Why It Ousted H. I. 
Rogers and Not the Other Directors—An 
Essay on the Ambiguity ef Some Laws 
and the Duty of the Courts—The System 
of Assessing aud Tax-Paying Reviewed. 


The Court of Appeals this morning rendered 
its decision in the School Board cases, defin- 
ing thelaw and explaining the points by 
which it reached the conclusion to oust Henry 
L. Rogers from the School Board and deny 
writs of ouster in the ca&ses of William 
Macklin, Oscar Bollman and Richard Bar- 
tholdt. Theopinion reviews the system in 
this State ofassessing and taxing property, 
of paying taxes and gives an essay on the am- 
biguity of some laws and the duty the courts 
oftheland haveto perform in interpreting 
them and at the same time do justice, and not 
attack the foundation of government which is 
its laws. The decision in brief is as follows: 

THE DEUISION. 


The proceeding in these cases is upon om - 
cial information filed by the Circuit Attorney 
of St. Louis, charging that the respondents 
have usurped and do unlawfully usurp the 
officers of directors ofthe Board and Presi- 
dent and Directors of the &t. Louis Public 
schools, not being legaliy qualified to hold 
such offices. The cases were tried upon sepa- 
rate records but as the main question involved 
in all of them is substantially the same, we 
have concluded to dispose of them together, 
first stating our conclusions of law and then 
their application to the case made by the evi- 
dence of each individual respondent, 

The Board of President and Directors of the 
St. Louis Public Schools is a public school 
corporation in and for the city of st. Louis, 
which isacity of 800,000 inhabitants, and an 
act of the Legislature, approved Maroh 30, 
1887, provides in its üfth section, among otber 
things: ‘‘No person shall be eligible for 
office of Director School Board in any 
such olt who shall not have 

* „ paid a school tax therein for two con- 
secutive years immediately preceding his elec - 
tion and each director shall also possess 
such additional qualifications as may re- 
quired by the existing law and charter. It is 
admitted by the relater In the case of each re- 
spondent that he was duly elected and was 
also duly qualified at the date of h 
election for the office in al 
other respects, save the payment 
of rebate tax by him in said city for two con- 
secutive years, immediately preceding his 
election. On this fact and this fact alone, 
issue was taken by the pleadings. 

After the institution of these proceedings 
the respondents challenged the constitutional 
validity of the law as a whole and 
also the constitutionality and validity 
of the fifth section, separately. 
We refused to pass upon the constitutional 
validity of theact as as a whole, as not affect- 
ing the result as far as respondents were in - 
terested therein one way or the other, The 
Attorney General of the State thereupon, 
deeming the question of sufficient public im- 
portance, instituted proceedings by official 
information before the Supreme Court against 
two of the directors and that court in an 
elaborate opinion carefully reviewing the 
entire act in all ite parte, decided that act 
in all ite parts was constitutionally valid, and 
by such decision set all objections to the con- 
atitutional validity of the act, or any of its 
parts, finally at rest and remoy any con- 
stitutional questions from our consideration

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The taxes assessed in said book are known as 
the taxes for the year in which the assess 
ment isfinally completed, corrected and ab- 
stracted, although assessed as of the first day 
ot June in the year next preceding. They 
are so stated on the books and so placed in 
the tax bills. There is therefore no other tax 
known thanatax for a calendariyear, where 
reference is made to a tax for a certain 

ear. It results from this, that when reference 
s made totaxés fortwo consecutive years 
immediately preceding an election, the term 
has reference to the calendar years preceding 
the yearin which the election takes place. 
This is the common and ordinary sense of the 
term used, and therefore must be taken to be 
the sense in which the Legislature has used it. 

Now is there any force in the argument that 
the taxes must be paid within each calendar 
panes The law simply requires that it shall 

e paid fortwo consecutive years, and not 
that it shall also be paid within those years. 


we cannot read them otherwise than they are 
written. Our duty isto declare, and not to 
make, the law. e had occasion to go over 
this subject in the case of Boyd vs. the 
J. M. Ward Furniture Co., decided 
last Decew ber, when an argument 
as to the inconvenience of a certain oonstrue- 
tion was made, and replied toit by quoting 
Chief Justice Marshall in United States 
against Fisher, that ‘‘where great incon- 
veniences will result from a particular con- 
struction that construction is to be avoided, 
unless the meaning of the Legisiature is 
plain, in which case it must be obeyed.’’ 
We quoted in that case the 
emphatic deciarations of Chief Justice Tin- 
dale in Everett against Wells and Lord Ten- 
derden in Brandling against Barrington, 
which are to the same effect, and conciuded 
by the statement ofthe very obvious propo- 
sition that the laws and liberties of a nation 
would stand buton a slender foundation if 
the judiciary would assume the power 
of first finding an ambiguity in a land where 
none exists, and then resolving that am- 
biguity according to its own notions of right 
and expediency. 
WHILE WE ARE CLEAR 

that the word taz in the connection in which 
it is need la the law means a tax or impost 
on the person’s property, we are equally 
clear that an antecedent assessment 
against the person himself is not 
essential. A person is not relieved 
from paying taxes on property owned by him, 
simply because it is erroneously assossed to 
another, nor is he under any legal obligation 
whatever to pay a tax ou realty in which he 
has no interest simply because it is assessed 
to bim. The assessment of a tux creates no 
debt inthe ordinary sense oftheterm. Ifa 
person owns an interéstin property and pays 
a tax thereon he pays his tax regardless of 
the fact to whom the property is assessed. 

Aturther and equally conclusive argumen- 
is found in the fact that the law under consid- 
eration does not require an antecedent assess- 
ment against the person to make bim eligible. 
It does require an antecedent assessment, 
otherwise the liability would not be in the 
nature of a_ tax. In determining the 
meaning of words and phrases used in 3 
law where they admit of more than one mean- 
ing it ie the duty of the vourts to adopt that 
meaning which is in harmony “ith the con- 
text of the entire law and prevents the mis 
chief sought to be remedied. But this does 
mot authorize courts to interpolate into the 
law new provisions in no way necessary to 
the clear definition of terms actually em- 
ployed by the Legisiature. 

THE CONCLUSION. 

Our conclusion is thatthe true construc- 
tion of the phrase employed, ‘who shali have 
paid a schoo! tax within said city for two con- 
secutive years immediately preceding his 
election,’’is,‘‘who shall have paidjat any —

Ben Byti er - Engaged to Secure Their Re- 
/ Yease Through the Federal Courts. 


CHICAGO, III., May 13.—Preparations have 


*~ been made to attempt to secure the release 


of the con- 
Fielden, Schwab 
Neebe by a method heretofore 
not hinted at in the case. In a short time an 
application will be made to Judge Gresham 
for a writ of habeus corpus on the ground 
thatthe prisoners are detained without due 
process of law. No less an authority 
than Benjamin F. Butler says that 
the effort will almost beyond doubt be suc- 
cessful, the opinion being based on the ex- 
pressions of the United States Supreme Court 
in the proceeding heretofore brought before 
that body. Ben Butler is a regular re- 
tained associate counsellor in the case. 

The Anarchists’ lawyers say the writ of ha- 
beas corpus will be asked for onthe ground 
that after the sentence ofdeath was passed 
upon thecondemned Anarchists and Neebe was 
doomed to spend fifteen years in the peniten- 


tiary, the case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court where the finding of the lower court 
with the sentence of death for Spies, Parsons, 
Lingg, Fischer, Engel, Schwab and Fielden 
was aflirmed. The prisoners were not 
taken before the Supreme Court to hear this 
affirmation oftheir sentence, andtheir law- 
were not even notified to be 
The Ciaim * made that 
a breach of their con- 
stitutional rights, and that the 
constitution goes evenso far as to say that a 
sentence of death, rendered in the absence of 
the prisoners, was not due process of law. 
Gen. Butler writes unde date of May 10: 

After giving g sufficient examination 
to the record in the case of Fielden, 
I have come fully to the conclusion that 
auch actionds erroneous in that it was an at- 
tempt to take his lite without due 
process of law. I therefore. advise 
very strongly your taking a writ 
of error to have such procedure corrected by 
the judgment of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, if any technical objections are 
made to the Circuit Court,for a writ of habeas 
corpus for Fielden, because under that 
writ the facte as wellas the law can be dis- 
cussed and forms are of no consequence 
when they stand in the way of 
due course or justice. Of course 
the decision of these questions relieves 
any of his fellows who are suffering from the 
same errors if decided as I believe they must 
be, save the men whose lives have been taken 
without due process of law.’’

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING,

Wrermmac, Ind., May 13.—Lightning played 
havoc with the residence of J. N. Brown yes- 
terday.

There will probably be ten or twelve start- 
ers, but of these only four are supposed to 
have any chance of winning. They are Ed, 
Corrigan’s Riley, Robespierre of the Chicago 
Stables, Prince Fonso and Bill Letcher. Each 
will carry 122 pounds, Isaac Murphy wiliride 
Riley, Tom Kiley Robesplerre, Overton Prince 
Fonso, and J. Porter Bill Letcher. All but 
the last named have good records 
he 2-year-olds, Riley being con- 
sidered the crack colt of that age in the West. 
He ran twelve timss, winning six races, fin- 
ishing second three times and being unplaced 
three times. obespierre started in thirteen 
races, of which he won four, was second in 
two, third in three and unplaced in four. 
Prince Fonso only started eight times, win- 
ning four races, finishing second in two and 
being unplaced in two. 

According to the figures Riley and Prince 
Fonso are pounds better than anything in 
againstthem, but nine experts out of ten will 
tell youthat there is nothing in it but Robe- 
spierre. His commanding victories in the 
Tennessee Derby at Memphis and the Two 
Thousand and Duncan Hotel stakes at Nash- 
ville make him the choice of the smart people, 
True, Maori brought him to a 
drive in the Duncan Hotel stakes, but 
he was conceding her 15 pounds, quite a lunip 
of weight to a mare that has covered a mile in 
1:89 4-5 and is in good form just now, His 
other two races he won in true racehorse 
style, though in one instance he had Prince 
Fonso behind him and in both that clever 
colt Blarney Stone, Jr. He is just now in the 

ink of condition, and will make his compet- 
tors know they have been to the races. Bill 
Letcher made him stretch his neck to beat 
him and as Letcher is reported in fine con- 
dition he does not lack backers. Riley has not 
started this year, and many people think that 
there will be nothing inthe race but him on 
account ofthe wonderful form displayed by 
him as a 38-year-old. The race is almost certain 
to be between Riley and Robespierre,and while 
Letcher or Prince Fonso may secure the place, 
they can scarcely win. 


Hermit’s Great Record. 


Hermit, the greatest of modern * 
stallions, died at Mr. Chaplin's Blankney 
Stud, in Lincoln, on Thursday, Mayl, at the 
advanced age of 26 years. Hermit was bred at 


Middle Park by Mr. Blenkiron, and sold as a 
yearling to Mr. Henry Chaplin for 1,000 
guineas. He was a son of Newminster, bis 
dam being Seclusion, by Tador; granddam 
Miss Sellon, by Cowi. Hermit was the second 
foal of his dam. Hermit won the Derby in 1867, 
and from every point of view it was the most 
remarkable Derby on record. Mr. Uhaplin’s 
winnings reached £150,000, while Capt. Mach- 
ell and Sir Frederick Johnstone each won 
about £50,000. The Duke of Haiiiton had bet 
Mr. Uhaplin about £180,000 to £6,000 against 
Hermit, but this was canceled. Sir Joseph 
Hawley wagered 450,000 that his colt, 
The Palmer, would beat Hermit, and 
stood it out. Mr. Merry bet £5,000 that his 
colt Marksman would beat Hermit, and it 
was this that led to the bitter struggle at the 
finish. Hermit’s career at the stud wus quite 
as sensational as his racing career, only that 
it was sustained tothe end. He entere 
etud the same year that Stockwell 
died, and no horse since Stockwell has 
sired 80 many great winners, No 
has sired 80 many winners 
the groat colt stakes. Among 
these Shotover and St. Blaise wonthe Derby; 
Thebais and Lonely won the Oaks; Shotover 
won the Two Thousand; Thebais and St. Mar- 
guerite won the One Thousand. Among his 
other winners were: Tristan, Peter, Friar’s 
Balsam, Clairvaux, Queen Adelaide, St. Louis, 
Candlemas, Riviere, Trappist, St. Mirin, St. 
Medard, etc. None of hie sons ever won the 
St. Ledger.

CENTERCREEK’S TRAGEDY 


THE MYSTERIOUS MURDER OF LEANDER 
PASCO LAST SATURDAY: 


All Sorts of Stories Told by the Excited 
Citizens—The Victim Alleged to Have 
Beev a Eery Bad Man, on Unfriendly 
Terms With His Neighbers—The Motive 
Revenge. 


Iv Telegravh to the POST-DISPATCRH. 

GLENS FALLS, N. T., May 13.—Leander Pasco 
of Thurman, this county, was shot down 
while returning home Saturday night. The 
little hamlet of Center Creek, near where the 
crime was committed, was wild with excite- 
ment and all sorts of stories were told by the, 
excited citizens. The shafts of suspicion had 
already been launched in the direction ot a 
dozen persons. Ths body of Leander 
Pasco had been found in the road riddled 
with buckshot, Fayette Grimes, a 
brother-in-law of Pasco, while on his way to 
Creek Center Saturday evening, met the mur- 
dered man. Afew minutes after he hearda 
gun fired twice anda iittie further on met 
George Pasco, son of the murdered man. 
Grimes started on his homeward journey at 
8 o’clock and found the hody of Pasco about 
eighty rods fron where he had first met him. 


When Coroner Streeter and District Attorney 


Patterson reached Creek Centera jury was at 
once impaneled andthe taking of testimony 
began. Nothing of importance was developed 
up to the adjournment hour. Enough has 
been discovered to prove that robbery 
was not the motive. Fasco was murdered 
for revenge. The murderer crept through the 
dense underbrush lining the side of the road 
until he reached a slight depression and then 
awaited 
THE APPROACH OF HIS VICTIM. 

Pasco came along the road with an ax over 
his shoulder and anopen umbrella over his 
head. The assassin waited until he had 
passed his ambuscade and then fired one shot. 
The barre! was heavily loaded with buckshot 
and it shattered the victim's left hand. Pasco 
dropped the ax and rushing forward for about 


twenty feet, pitched head foremost into the 
open umbrella as the second charge of buck- 
shot struck him In the back. Some ofthe shot 
lodged at the base of the brain, and one pass- 
ing through the heart caysed instant deatn. 
The murderer approached near enough to see 
that bis man was dead. In the dead man’s 
pockets were found asliver watch, $6.43 
in money, and 32 loaded revolver, 
showing that robbery was not the 
motive. The murdered man leaves 
four children, who were unable 
to agree with their father. George Pasco, his 
gon, had a pitched battle with bim recently 
and received a severe pounding. His son had 
awarrant issued for the arrest of the father 
but the case was thrown out of court. The 
neighborhood is considered on a par with the 
Hatfield community. Robberies are of fre- 
quent occurrence and lawsuits have been 
numerous. Live stock has been poisoned 
and the record of the place is such that 
respectable people give it a wide berth. The 
victim was 60 years ot age. He was known as 
a quarrelsome man ‘with an ungovernable 
temper and would fight on the slightest prov- 
ocation. Itissaid of him that on one occa- 
sion he sold s man a horsehide, stole half of it 
at night and sold the stolen half again to the 
same purchaser. Some years ago 
A BROTHER WAS KILLED 

bya trap gun while stealing corn from a 
neighbor. Achild was found strangled by 
the roadside, and on town-meeting day, 1884, 
Mrs. Almon Swears was shot and killed at her 
home. The assassin was never arrested. 
Only a few years ago a Mrs. Kesha 
was wounded by a shot fired through a 
window. The residents of High street, as the 
place is called, have been quarreling for fif- 
teen years, and threats were often made of 
killing. Suspicion pointed at one time 
towards the Herbert family, but both Mr. 
and Mrs. Herbert, who recently worked a 
month for Pasco and were refused their 
wages, told a straight story. Pasco was on 
his way home from defending the sult brought 
* the Herberts when he was killed. Shortly 
after Mrs. Herbert got home sbe heard two 
aun shots and George Pasco came in and 
asked what the shooting was about. 

„We have been told,“ the woman said, 
**that suspicion rested upon myself and hus- 
band because I had sued Mr. Pasco, But this 
is all nonsense. We do not even own & gun. 

The tracks found in the woods have been 
measured and a strong effort will be made to 
bring the murderer to justice. Several 
theories have been adyanced, but the only 
one tenable is, murdered for revenge. 
Taken all in all, Pasco was a hard man and nis 
fate was not surprising to many.

Another Great Set-To Ending in Faver of 
Rev. Whitman, 


JOLIET, III., May 13.—There was another 
great set-to in the Baptist Church last night 
and it is probably the final one, as the major- 
ity, who are with the pastor, made a whole- 
sale suspension of the opposing members, 
among whom are some of the most promi- 
nentmen in town. The pastor’s majority is 
increasing since they received and baptized 
him anew and resolved to Slot out the past. 


The trouble arose overaresolution setting 
forth the grievance of the opposi- 
tion that—contrary to the church laws— 
members had been removed without 
trial; that a large and respectable 
eloment was not satisfied with the pastor's 
record after the finding ofthe Charlottetown 
trial, sustaining the charges against him; and 
that they wanted to submit the entire matter 
to acouncil of thirty Baptist ministers and 
thirty laymen from sister churches.

It was 
also charged that the credentials of the pas- 
tor were forgeries. The Rev. Whitman finally 
got order and told Mr. Bush, Miss Bush and 
Mr. Ross that he would give the names of all 
who signed his credentials and they could 
write to see if they were forgeries. Then the 
resolution suspending a large batch of active 
opponents was read. and Bro. Lull wanted 
the names and the charges. The Rev. Whit- 
man said it was too late. Bro. Lull rattled off 
some severe language, the sub- 
stamce of ‘which was that if all the 
hose in Joliet were turned on the pastor it 
would not wash away his uncleanness.

For several hook Elbert E, Hunter, a ranch 
owner and horse breeder located some distance 
north of Medicine Bow, Wyo., was in the city, 
and has bad a number of conferences with 
owners of blooded stock in reference to secur- 
ing thelr co-operation in the plan that 
he has conceived for maturing racing stock, 
and putting it in condition for the track. Mr. 
Hunter has spent several weeks ln Kentucky, 
has made arrangements with several owneré 
of racing stock in the Lexington district, and 
has also secured the ald of St. Louis horse- 
men. 

WESTERN RANGES FOR RACERS. 

To a representative of the Post-DIsPaTcH 
Mr. Huntersaid: ‘‘My plan is the result of 
long observation of the effect of climate and 
food upon horses, and 1 feel con- 
dent that it will prove successful. 
On the high arid. plains of the great 


Rocky Mountain plateau tne native horses, 
although destitute of the &lightest claims to 
blood, allowed to eer up without care, an 
generally of small size, are capable of feats of 
endurance that it would not be easy to equal 
anywhere in the world. A 14-hand horse, with 
aload of 200 poundson his back, will travel 
forty miles a day for a week or more without 
any other food than he can pick up at night, 
and after a day’s rest at the end of the 
will in as good condl- 
as ever. I am a Kentuckian 
and have always studeled horses very carc- 
fully, so, some time ago, Imade up my mind 
as to the reason for thie exceptional strenath 
in animals so deficient in all apparent points 
that constitute a good horse,and decided that 
the same astonishing results could be accom- 
piished with biooded stock. I believe that by 
proper methodsaracer can be produced as 
superior to others of his kind as the Western 
pony is to the scrub of the East. 
THE ACKNOWLEDGRD SUPERIORITY 
of the Kentucky horseis notsomuch due 
to superior blood as itis to the famous blue- 
Krass pastures,and one great advantage of 
them is that they grow on a limestone 
soil. We have, in my opinion, a pasturage 
in this country that possesses all the advan- 
tages of the blue grass in conjunction witha 
number of others. It is to be found on the 
high plateau at the eastern foot of the Rocky 
Mountains. Here a grass grows that is the 
best in the world for making bone and mus- 
cle. The country is high, ranging from four 
thousand feet to eight thousand feet above the 
level of the sea, and limestone underlies the 
soil nearly everywhere. The grass is sparse 
and there is noreal turf, owing to the infre- 
* 1 of the rains. The result is that a 
00 or horses is produced that can be 
equalled nowhere in the world. The grass 
cures upon the ground, and possesses won- 
derful nutritive ualities. There is very little 
water in it, and almost no woody fiber, neither 
of which furnish any nutriment, ‘and the 
woody fiber is detrimental to horses. The 
plains be forms what is really a conoen- 
trated food, without the lack of bonemaking 
attributes that characterize all other foods of 
this description. When it is found in the 
most perfect condition the elevation above the 
sea levelis high and theair greatly rarified. 
THE PASTURAGE 18 SPARSE, 
and to obtain a full meals horse must graze 
over a large range of country. This country 
is hilly, the soil is bard, and in many places 
stony. Suppose a blooded colt is put on this 
pastures, what will be the effect? Inthe 
rst place be will eata 4 which possesses 
all the advantages of the Kentucky blue 
grass, dein rich in lime, and wore 
nutritious, Davina little water and woody 
fiber. In the second place, the rarified atmos- 
here calls for greater lung capacity, as a 
orse must in the course ofa day inhale and 
exhale far more oubio feet of air to obtain the 
requisite amount of oxygen that would be 
required in adenser atmosphere. Sueh crude 
and unscientific experiments as have already 
been made have proved indisputably that 
youn horses raised on the high plains 
greatly exceed in lung capacity 
those of tbe same character that 
have matured at lesser elevations. The fact 
that the ranges are Cee fl Lrg compels 
the horses to travel ee ances for Jod. 
and the rough nature of the country ‘requires 
them to move up aud down hill In a magper 
that greatly adds to their lung power. us 
a horse, instead of quietly grazing in a small 
pasture where there is plenty of grass all 
around aim, is oonstantiy exercising his 
muscles and may be said to bein continual
